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NEW  BRUI>ISWICK,  Sept.  11  — About  700  young  men  and  women  will  attend  their 
first  classes  at  Livingston  College  of  Rutgers  today  knowing  Idiey  are  pioneers  in  an 
educational  experiment  which  may  help  shape  the  future  of  higher  education. 

They  are  pioneers  in  tangible  ways --the  first  class  in  a new  liberal  arts 
college,  enrolled  in  a curriculum  which  is  innovative  and  living  and  studying  in 
facilities  which  are  not  yet  completely  finished. 

But  more  in^rtant,  they  are  pioneers  in  discovering  whether  it  is  possible 
to  design  a substantially  new  relationship  between  students  and  their  college.  They 
will  have  far  more  freedom  than  has  been  Idle  usual  pattern,  and  great  responsibility 

for  ensuring  that  their  education  is  personally  meaningful. 

"When  we  began  planning  for  the  college  four  years  ago, ” explains  Dean 
Ernest  A.  Lynton,  "we  consciously  set  out  to  remedy  some  conditions  which  ttien  were 
just  beginning  to  cause  student  unrest.  We  felt  that  students  wanted  and  deserved  a 
much  larger  role  in  setting  the  policies  under  which  they  live." 

Reflecting  this  view,  Livingston  students  will  be  represented  on  all  policy 
committees  of  the  college  and  will  be  able  to  deteiirine  their  own  dormitory 
regulations.  They  also  will  have  voting  rights  on  the  college  assembly  vdxich 
incorporates  students,  fac\ilty  and  administrators  into  one  legislative  body. 

"Wb  hope  to  see  the  development  of  a close  relationship  between  students  ar^ 
faculty,"  Dr.  lynton  explains.  "In  fact,  the  success  of  the  college  will  hinge 
crucially  upon  the  ability  of  the  faculty  to  provide  an  extraordinary  kind  of 
guidance  and  intellectual  stimulation." 
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Among  the  Livliagston  f o<C  ul'by  are  many  scholars  of  outstanding  reputation. 

Such  men  as  psychologist  Silvan  S.  Tomkins,  who  holds  a lifetime  career  award  for 
research  from  the  Ifetional  Institutes  for  Mental  Health,  anthropologists  Roy  D*Aidrade, 
Robin  Fox  and  Lionel  Tiger,  historian  Gerald  Grob,  VictoidLan  literature  specialist 
George  Levine  and  sociologist  Irving  L.  Horowitz  are  meinbeie  of  the  Livingston  faculty* 

Horowitz  is  also  the  editor  of  Trans ~action  magazine,  one  of  the  nation’s 
largest  circulation  social  science  piablications,  which  has  moved  its  entire  edxtorial 
operation  to  Livingston  College, 

The  existence  of  the  magazine  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Livingston  campus 
reflects  the  new  school’s  philosophy  that  the  college  must  extend  the  traditional 
campus  boundardes. 

"We  hope  to  involve  our  students  xvLth  the  community,  and  bring  the  community 
into  Livingston  College,  in  a xdiole  range  of  new  ways,"  Dean  Lynton  says.  The  college 
will  place  heavy  en^Jhasis  on  urban  affairs  in  its  curriculum  through  its  Division  of 
Urban  Stiodies  and  Community  Development  headed  by  Dr,  Lawrence  D.  Mann. 

The  new  college  is  located  on  the  site  of  what  once  was  Camp  Kilmer.  As  it 
opens,  it  will  utilize  two  dormitory  qviadrangles  plTos  a range  of  renovated  facilities 
at  the  old  anny  camp.  Dy  mid-year,  Livingston’s  large  office,  classroom  and  dining 
hall  complex  will  open,  and  construction  will  be  well  toder  way  on  additional 
facilities  which  will  enable  it  to  enroll  3,500  students  within  four  years, 

Livingston  College  has  made  a special  effort  to  achieve  a pl\iralistic 
student  body  and  staff.  About  a qxmirter  of  its  student  body  and  about  a fifth  of  its 
staff  are  members  of  ■Uie  black  or  Puerto  Rican  communities. 

The  Livingston  ciuriculum  is  a blend  of  traditional  and  innovative  courses. 
Courses  such  as  "Economic  Problems  in  Modem  Society, " "Stxidies  in  History, " and  "The 
Study  of  Literature,"  which  on  the  surface  do  not  seem  novel,  are  found  in  the  catalog 
alongside  courses  in  "Basic  Con5)uter  Programming,"  "The  Urban  Poor,"  and  "Pop  Music, 
(especially  Rock) , " Livingston  students  can  also  take  advantage  of  courses  at  the 
other  undergraduate  colleges  of  Rutgers. 
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"After  the  years  of  planniiig,  it  is  vastly  exciting  to  see  Livingston 
College  open,"  Dr#  lynton  sums  up*  "Ws  will  be  tiying  out  many  new  ideas,  not  all 
of  which  win  be  viable.  But  the  characteristic  of  the  college  is  going  to 
be  that  it  is  willing  to  attempt  new  educational  ideas  and  forms  and  to  test 
whether  they  work." 
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
